Homecoming evolved 
through BYU history

Homecoming Week typically invites 
excitement, activities throughout the 
week, dances, assemblies and, of 
course, a football game. But the cur- 
rent Homecoming festivities aren’t so 
typical when compared to the early 
Homecoming celebrations at BYU. 

In fact the term Homecoming was- 
n’t even used at BYU until 1921, 
according to a 1932 edition of The Y 
News, an early BYU publication. 
Even then activities for the one-day 
event primarily consisted of a single 
football game. 

Prior to 1921 and even years later 
the fall featured only one main event 
— Founders’ Day. Held every Oct. 
16, BYU sponsored games, events, 
parades and a grand ball to celebrate 


its birthday. 
In November 1930, however, BYU 
for the first time sponsored 


Homecoming activities in addition to 
the Homecoming game. According to 
a 1930 The Y News, three special 
events followed the afternoon football 
game. 

After the game, which in itself 
showcased “special and lively num- 
bers to stir up enthusiasm,” students 
were invited to a two-hour free mati- 
nee rally dance held in the ladies’ 
gymnasium. According to The Y 
News, at the rally “novel stunts” were 
performed and an informal dance was 
held with music played by the 
University. Band. - 

Following the rally, the band — in 
uniform — led students downtown to 
the Paramount Theater. For 50 cents 
students were entertained by skits, 
dance numbers, college songs and a 
pep talk by President F.S. Harris. 
These activities were in addition to 
the regular screen feature. 

The Y News reported that the 1930 
Homecoming activities concluded 
that night with a midnight football 
frolic, which was a radio broadcast 
over KSL. The program consisted of 
the University Band, the Cougar 
Quartet and several other appropriate 
numbers. 

It wasn’t until 1932, however, that 
BYU Homecoming activities signifi- 
cantly expanded. Because of the hard 
work of the Blue Key Honor Society, 
which was formed on June 3, 1932, 
BYU’s Homecoming celebrations 


became a two-day event and featured 
activities that permanently changed 
the face of Homecoming. 

According to The Y News from 
Nov. 18, 1932, the Homecoming 
Committee “worked out a program 
that included many new features 
which promised to make this 
Homecoming celebration one of the 
most memorable of recent years.” 

The events of that year began on 
Friday, Nov. 18, with a rally dance at 
6 p.m. in the ladies’ gymnasium. 
Following the dance, students partici- 
pated in the “lighting of the Y” cere- 
mony at 7:30 p.m. At 8 p.m., “Six 
Hours to Live” was the show featured’ 
at the Paramount Theater, where a 
pep rally was held. 

A full day of Saturday activities 
began at 9:30 a.m. with an ensemble 
band concert. Following the concert a 
Homecoming Parade, which included 
10 bands from neighboring school 
and community groups, marched 
around Provo. A second band concert 
was held before the flag raising cere- 
monies that preceded the football 
game. 

The game also had a collection of 
pep activities between the students 
during the game. The half-time show- 
cased not only the BYU Band, but 
also stunts and a chariot race between 
Orem and Pleasant Grove students, 

The evening entertainment included 
Homecoming dances, with the fresh- 
men and sophomore party held in the 
men’s gymnasium, while the juniors 


_.and seniors mingled and danced with 


the alumni in the ladies’ gymnasium. 
The Y News reported the 1932 
Homecoming activities to be “in 
every way the most successful 
Homecoming ever held at BYU.” 
“For the first time the stadium was 
filled for a university activity,” 
reported the newspaper. An estimated 
6,500 people were in attendance.

Homecoming events have increased 
to a week-long, theme-oriented cele- 
bration for both the student body and 
al':mni. The festivities now also 
incorporate the annual celebration. of 
Founder’s Day, which only adds more 
nostalgia to the annua! event. 
According to the book “BYU: The 
First Hundred Years,” the phrase 
Homecoming was used because it 
involves “welcoming back former 


students.”

Crisp autumn air, fallen leaves and 
frosty mornings shrouded in nostal- 
gia,, often rekindle the spirit of the Y 
in those who have traversed the halls 
of. learning at BYU and have now 
gone forth to serve. Homecoming 
Week, with its myriad of activities, 
gives BYU alumni a chance to reflect 
on their time at BYU and relive some 
of, the memories, good and bad, that 
indelibly stamped BYU on their 
hearts. 

The first mention of homecoming 
almost always conjures up favorite 

memories of football. Homecoming 
isn’ le shomecoming without an after- 
noon, football game. In more recent 
years, students have been able to 
attend these games with a reasonable 
hopesthat BYU will come off victori- 
ong But not all alumni have shared 
that’Same hope. 

"i Femember the football game,” 
said Newell Jackson, class of *63, 
reflecting on his homecoming memo- 
ties. “They were all terrible. BYU 
never won.” 

“We'd go for the pageantry, the 
autumn afternoons,” said Judy 
Garvin, class of ‘63. “If we won that 
was 4 bonus we never expected.” 

“We often thought, ‘Wouldn’t it help 

the cause of the gospel if we had a 
winning football team,” Garvin said. 
“But I guess it was that the Lord helps 
those who help themselves.” 
- That must be true, because two 
decades later Jim Bell and his wife 
found themselves without tickets to 
watch the sold-out 1984 Homecoming 
game, only months after BYU won 
the ational football championship. 

The Bells had reserved four tickets 
for themselves and a business associ- 
ate visiting from out of town. Their 
associate, however, picked up all four 
tickets and went inside the stadium to 


Coach reminisces about

BYU coach LaVell Edwards is no 
exception. He has been the head 
coach of one of the best football pro- 
grams in the country since 1972. 

The big game against Hawaii will be 
his 34th’ Homecoming as head coach.

They never found their associates, 
but the game was a true homecoming 
for Bell because an elderly gentle- 
man, seeing the obvious discomfort 
Bell’s wife was in, offered her his sta- 
dium seat. The man turned out to be a 
friend of Bell’s parents from his home 
ward. 

“But it was the small act of service 
that we appreciated,” Bell said. 

Homecoming seems to bring out the 
best in people. Jeff McClellan, class 
of ‘94, remembers that while working 
on campus, he had the chance to help 
out his boss with the Homecoming 
Spectacular held in the Marriott 
Center each year. 

“Her job was basically to get people 
to come to the Spectacular,” 
McClellan said. So he did what he 
could and bought two tickets for each 
night of that year’s Homecoming 
Spectacular. 

Before the Marriott Center was 
built, BYU held its Homecoming 
Extravaganza in the Smith Fieldhouse 
and called it the Fieldhouse Frolics. 
The 1958 program included a look 
back on 1900, 1920, 1940, and a look 
into the future: 1970. 

For other alumni; the Y on the 
mountain symbolizes their BYU 
homecomings. 

“I like it when the Y is lit,” said 
Judith Everett, class of 94. “It’s such 
a cool feeling when you are coming 


heartbreaking games of his career. 

The Cougars had a six point lead 
with 15 seconds left in the game, and 
had the ball deep in their own territo- 
ry. They fumbled, and CSU scored a 
touchdown to tie the game at 33. 

So, entering the Homecoming game 
against Wyoming, things looked bleak 
for the 0-3-1 Cougars. They beat 
Wyoming 38-7 to turn the tide of their 
season. They finished the season with 
a 7-4-| record and a trip to the Fiesta 
Bowl as WAC champions. 

Some past Homecomings are more 
forgettable than memorable, but 
Edwards has never been able to forget 
October 9, 1976. 

BYU’s only WAC loss of lhe season 
came on that day. BYU quarterback 
Gifford Nielsen had a good game 
passing, but it just wasn’t enough to 
stop the unbelievable running game of 
the Cowboys. 

They rushed for 468 yards. 
Wyoming’s quarterback alone ran for

against the Wyoming Cowboys. 
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from Salt Lake or wherever and 
there’s this big Y on the mountain.

“The Y was always a big deal,” said 
Mike Loud, class of ‘87. “At night it 
would remind you, ‘That’s where I 
belong.” 

Carolee Bates, class of ‘63, remem- 
bers white-washing the Y for her 
freshman-year homecoming. 

“We made a line up the mountain 
and passed buckets along.” 

Other traditions like white washing 
the Y have become memories of past 
homecomings. Glade Hunsaker, who 
was only at BYU during the ‘63-64 
school year for his master’s degree, 
remembers some of the activities sur- 
rounding the dorms when he was a 
dorm parent at Heritage Halls that 


year. 
Residents used to decorate each 
dorm from head to toe for 


Homecoming and then participate in a 
contest for the best-decorated dorm, 
Hunsaker said. 

They also used to participate in 
dorm skits. 

“Our dorm performed a crazy little 
thing that won,” Hunsaker said. The 
one line he remembers from the skit 
is, “You may bethe apple of his eye, 
but you aren’t even apeeling to me.” 

The Homecoming dance has also 
been a part of the tradition at BYU. 
For some it brings back fond memo- 
ries of crazy invitations and answers, 
formal dresses and handsome dates. 
For others the dance reminds them 
that they never got asked. 

Garvin was dating a football player, 
who later became her husband, one 
fall and fully expected him to take her 
to the Homecoming dance.

Last, but not least, Edwards said he 
will always remember the 1984 
Homecoming game. He remembers it 
as the closest the Cougars came to 
losing that year. 

BYU had an excellent defense that 
year, allowing about 14 points per 
game. However, Edwards said, nei- 
ther defense could stop the opposing 
team’s offense. BYU edged 
Wyoming 41-38 in that game, and 
went on to finish with a perfect record 
and’a national: champronship.

Founder’s Day is a day set apart 
to honor the men and women that 
worked to ensure the survival of 
BYU in its early days.

Each year the family of the hon- 
ored benefactor is invited to spend 
a week on campus. 

Tuesday is Founder’s Day. The 
Homecoming opening ceremonies 
are being held in conjunction with 
it. Following the ceremony there is 
a luncheon for family members 
and winners of the Founder’s Day 
essay contest. 

Monday there is a family home 
evening for family members and 
student descendants of Maeser. 
The Maeser family has also invited 
Maeser scholars and Maeser 
Teaching Award recipients. 

The Founder’s Day essay contest 
is built around the Homecoming 
theme, said Ida Smith, an adminis- 
trator of alumni activities. This is 
the fifth year of the essay contest 
and it is funded by a grant from 
the Brimhall family. 

“It’s an opportunity for students 
to reflect on what’s important,” 
Smith said. 

Three undergraduate and three 
graduate students will be selected 
as winners and invited to the lun- 
cheon. 

The current Founder’s Day fes- 
tivities are relatively new tradi- 
tions. Families are also given the 
option of a family reunion on cam- 
pus. Brinkerhoff said in the last 
five years more has been done to 
recognize the founders and to 
honor their families.

The Block and Bridle Club, with 
help from the BYU animal science 
department, will do the cooking at the 
western-style barbecue, said Carri 
Jenkins, homecoming publicity direc- 
tor. 

The club, which is part of a national 
organization and is comprised of 
mostly animal science majors, will 
prepare barbecue beef and teriyaki 
chicken breasts for the barbecue, said 
Ernest Hawkins, meat lab supervisor. 

“It’s more than just eating,” Jenkins 
said. “It’s like a party.” 

The Ellsworth Meat and Livestock 
Center will be “decorated to the hilt,” 
she said. 

Props will include pioneer heritage 
wagons from the motion picture stu- 
dio, stuffed animals from the Bean 
Museum and plant material from the 
BYU nursery, said Roy Peterman, 
grounds manager in charge of decora- 
tions at the barbecue. 

The BYU Folk Music Ensemble will 
perform throughout the barbecue, 
Jenkins said. Keeping with the theme, 
the ensemble will perform western- 
style music. 

There was a good turn out last year 
with alumni and faculty, but few stu- 
dents came, said Roy Brinkerhoff, 
coordinator of alumni Homecoming 
events. 

“We'd love to see more students 
involved,” he said.

Normally the BYU Dining Services 
prepares the food for the barbecue, 
but this year the Alumni Association 
decided to have the Block and Bridle 
Club do the cooking, Brinkerhoff 
said. 

Every year the department has a 
breakfast for its alumni, Jenkins said. 
Exposure to these breakfasts prompt- 
ed the Alumni Association to have the 
Block and Bridle Club prepare the 
food this year.

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Pres. Hinckley dedicates Benson Building, 


praises its benefits to BYU and to science

President Gordon B. Hinckley, who 
spoke at the Oct. 17 Devotional, was 
back on campus Friday to dedicate 
the Ezra Taft Benson Building, which 
he said was probably superior to any 
fa¢ility in the world. 

President Thomas S. Monson and 
President James E. Faust, members of 
the First Presidency of The Church of 
JeSus Christ of Latter-day Saints; 
BYU president Rex E. Lee; and Bill 
Rj Hays, dean of the College of 
Physical and Mathematical Sciences, 
also spoke. They honored President 
Bénson and praised the new building 
as-a benefit to the university and to 
science. 

Before pronouncing the dedicatory 
prayer,:President Hinckley spoke of

the pervasive reach of chemistry. He 
stood in the BNSN’s north study area 
and, unable to find anything not 
affected by chemistry, concluded, 
“Tt’s all chemistry.” 

“The world in which we live is a 
world made possible by chemistry, 
and this science affects our lives 
everywhere and will continue to do so 
in increasing measure,” he said. 

President Hinckley’s dedication 
blessed all parts of the building where 
research, teaching, learning and con- 
templating would occur. He also 
blessed the people associated with the 
building: teachers, students and poli- 
cymakers. 

In his speech, Lee said that the 
building would aid the university in 
maintaining and advancing its stand- 
ing as a quality, but “primarily under- 
graduate, teaching institution.” 


“Were he here in the flesh, he would 
be humbled by this honor,” Lee said, 
quoting President Benson’s son Reed, 
an associate professor of ancient 
scripture. 

Lee also said the building’s name 
carries on in the BYU tradition of 
naming buildings after people who 
represent what the university is trying 
to achieve. Only three of the 14 past 
presidents do not have their name on 
a building, library, or a university: 
Joseph Fielding Smith, Lorenzo Snow 
and Wilford Woodruff. 

President Hinckley and President 
Monson were counselors to President 
Benson during the nine years he was 
prophet: 1985-1994. President 
Benson, a 1926 graduate, was the 
only prophet to graduate from BYU. 
He was present at the building’s 
ground breaking April 9, 1993.

The lure of a four-year, full-ride 
scholarship, $15,000 in cash, a 
$15,000 signature card account, or a 
$15,000 BYU Bookstore shopping 
spree brought out thousands of BYU 
basketball fans to Midnight Madness 
late Friday night and into Saturday 
morning. 

Not everyone on campus was 
pleased about the idea, however. 

School administrators, faculty mem- 
bers and students were concerned that 
SAS had so much money to throw 
around for a basketball event instead 
of helping with academic facilities, 
said Ted Hindmarsh, an administrator 
for Student Auxiliary Services. 

In a written response to The Daily 
Universe about these criticisms, 
Hindmarsh said that most of the 
minor prizes were donated by product 
vendors, and the major prizes were all 
underwritten by a $800 insurance pol- 
icy — an amount which is in line with 
SAS” budget for promotion of on- 
campus goods and services. 

Had one of the students won a major 
prize, the insurance company would 
have had the responsibility to pay, 
Hindmarsh said. 

Mike Deaver, who works for the 
marketing office in the athletic depart- 
ment, said the insurance company set 
the rules for the students who tried to 
win the prizes. 

“The insurance made it look better 
than it really was,” Deaver said. 

Deaver added in coming years the 
university would study the insurance 
policy better. 

Hindmarsh said in the written 
response, “We apologize for offend- 
ing some with the use of the word 
‘scholarship’ as one of the prizes that 
could have been won at the event, but 
it seemed appropriate to describe a 
stipend that could only be used for 
academic purposes.” 

Hindmarsh added that SAS is not 
just involved in athletics. SAS spon- 
sors various programs on campus. 

Some of these programs include 
promotional activities in conjunction 
with Student Life outlets, the Harris 
Fine Arts Center events, and the 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

“We feel a university should be a 
community of diverse interests,” 
Hindmarsh said. 

SAS hopes to continue its sponsor- 
ship of Midnight Madness in future 
years. Hindmarsh said they would 
wait to see how the dust settles from 
this year’s event.

Members owe the United Nations 
$3 billion. The biggest debtor is the 
United States, $1.3 billion in arrears.

But he added, “The U.N. must be

Clinton does not sign their bill. 

“At the end of the day he has to sign 
it because we now have a solid plan,” 
the House Budget Committee chair- 
man, Rep. John Kasich, R-Ohio, said. 
“We can’t keep incurring more debt 
without a plan to get out of it.” 

Republicans have indicated they will 
egree to a short-term extension of the 
debt ceiling to avoid a crisis in mid- 
November when the Treasury must 
make interest payments putting it 
above the current $4.9 trillion ceiling. 

Kasich played down the possibility 
of financial collapse if Republicans 
refuse to make further extensions. 
“Frankly, they can manage very well 
with cash flow,” he said. 


But Panetta warned of dire conse-, 


quences. “They’ll let the country go 
to hell, and basically default on its 
debt,” he said. “Do not put a gun at 
the head of the American people and 
say that-if-you-do not buy our priori- 
ties, we are going to shut down the 
government.”
